Agreeably to the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
we do hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1934, with a statement of the financial con- 
dition of our County including reports of the Treasurer, 
Superintendent of the Farm; Solicitor, Clerk of Court, 
Sheriff and other officers. We and the citizens of the 
County are very fortunate to still have Mr. and Mrs. 
Craig as Superintendent and Matron of the Home. We, 
also, wish to extend our appreciation to them and their 
help for their untirmg efforts made to provide comfort 
and happiness to the members of our large family at the 
home. 

We wish to eall your attention to a few of the very 
necessary things that should be done this coming year or 
in the very near future. 

1. The Court House should be painted inside and out. 

2. There should be a new sewer line installed. 

3. Our main water pipe from the reservoir to the 
Home is so filled with rust that our flow of 
water has diminished, to such an extent, that 
it is very noticeable. There should be a new 
line laid from the reservoir, large enough to 
supply us with sufficient amount of water in 
case of fire. 

We also believe, that as soon as there is a 
new line installed, the farm should be equipped 
with a sprinkling system; this would reduce the 
insurance and pay for itself in a few years. 

4. We believe there should be a hydrant installed 
outside of the Court House, as a protection from 
outside fires.

As required by law I submit the following report for 
the year 1934: 

At the May Term of the Superior Court the following 
indictments were returned: 

State v. Simeon E. Fogg. Breaking and entering with 
intent to commit a felony. Plea, guilty. Sentenced not 
less than one year and six months and not more than three 
years at State Prison. 

State v. William W. Russell. Embezzlement and false 
entry. Plea, not guilty. Bail $2,500 00. Case continued. 
At November Term plea changed to guilty of embezzle- 
ment. Sentenced not less than one year and one day 
nor more than two years at State Prison. 

At the November term of the Superior Court the 
following indictments were returned: 

State v. Thomas E. Dobson. Attempted blackmail. 
Plea, guilty. Sentenced not less than one year and one 
day nor more than three years at State Prison and to 
pay costs taxed at two hundred dollars.

GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my report as county 
physician for the year 1934. 

During the year 1934, there were 10 deaths and one 
birth. 

Our hospital at the County Home reports 1580 hospital 
days with a daily average of four and one-third patients. 
There were no epidemics or any contagious diseases during 
the past year. 

Illness was confined largely to the debility of old 
age and the chronic ailments found in a group of those 
years. 

The care of these patients has been very satisfactory 
with the utmost consideration and cooperation extended 
by Mr. and Mrs. Craig. The hospital is extremely clean, 
the equipment good and compares favorably with any 
of its kind in the state. 

I wish to thank all those who have been so kind in 
helping me with my work at the County Home.
